firia; and who help’d to deliver Europe from 
Univerfal Slavery, then as much fear'd from the 
Auftrian, as now from the Bourbonne Rate a 
"That Prince who firft dar’d to take up Arms a- 


ainft the Emperor when all was defperate, who 

rnd the Conclufions of Leipfick, and- could ne- 
ver be prevail’d upon to renounce them, when 
all the reft of the Members of that League, the 
brave Landgrave of Heffe excepted, were frighted 
out of them by Count-7#y: That Prince who 
join’d his Forces with @uftduns Adolphus,and with 
him fought the terrible and bi ly Battle of 
Eeipfick, where Titly and: Popery were’ utterly 
routed together, which they never recovered s 
and from whence the Proteftant Religion dates 
its Reftoration in Pah 

He is the Grandfon of that Great Eleétor of 
Saxony, who march’d at the Head of his own 
Army, and at his own Charge, tefave the City 
of Vienna; and tho’ as a Proteftant, he receiv d 
fome Perfona!l Affronts there, yet chofe to bear 
any Indignity, rather than not beat the Jurks out: 
of Germany; in which his Troops had’a great 
Share ; and next to the King of Poland, defery'd 
mo of Chriftendom. 

He is the Son of that-brave Prince who come 
manded the Imperial Arnry on the Réine, and 
made Two fuccefsful Campaigns again the 
French, in which he was always forwardeft to 
fupply the common Affairs at his own Expence, 
and with the Blood of his Subje€ts. 

Noris he without his Perfonat Merit, having 
Two Years commanded the Imperjal Army in 
Hungaria, and fought the famous Battle of Zén= 
ta, in which he overthrew the Gcand Seignior

a Peres of Cannon, ne kil’d two Turkifh 
Baffa’s with his own Hand. 

If the Memory of the Houfe of Saxony has a- 

ny Merit, of bears any Regard with Pofterity, 
the prefent King of Poland oughe not to be for- 
ken coogi to the Ambition and Fury 
of a Prince thatwill hearnoReafom, 
” Bar'there are Reafons of greater Weight yet 
behind, the Intereft of Chriftendom calls for fome 
extraordinary Regard ; the pufhing this War to 
fach violent Extremities robs the Confederacy 
of a powerful Member, ofa hearty and vigorous 
Prince, who would foon turn the Scale upon the 
Danube, and check the French Power, if he were 
difengag'd from this cruel and revengeful Ene- 
my at his Back. 2 : 

This brings me clofe tothe Point, and difco- 
vers how the Swedes are the prefent Support of 
the FrencbPowers = 

I have been told, that when fome Arguments 
have been urg’d to’the King of Swede with 
more Warmth than afual, to bring him to Mo- 
deration inthe Purfuit of this War, his Anfwer 
has been, That if the Confederates offer him 
any Violence in. this Matter, he will joyn with 
the French, or to that Effeéts whether it be 
true or not as to Faét, I donot affirm ; ’tis true 
in the Event, and he ferves the French Intereft 
now in Effeét, equally to his affifting him with 
30000 Men. 

How many Offers has the King of Poland re- 
jected of this Nature? If he would have joyn’d 
with the French, I could eafily tell feveral. Con- 
fequences very prejudicial to the Confederacy, 
and very advantageous to himfelf, which would 
have happened, particularly if Dantzick had not 
wantedRelief andSupport to have prevented her 
falling into the ravenous Hands of the Swedes. 

And perhaps Thorn had net been loft. And 
here I cannot but obferve the Treatment the 
brave Garrifon of that City receiv’d trom the 
Swedes after they furrendred as Prifoners of 
War, the Barbarities they were treated with on 
Board the Swedifh Ships,where they were ftarv'd 
with Hunger, expos’d to Extremities of Cold, 
the wounded undrefsl, the poor Creatures 
whofe frozen Limbs rotted from their Bodies, 
denied fo muchas Minifters for the Comfort of 
their Souls. Irefer the Reader for the Parti- 
culars, to the Letter written by the Saxon Ge- 
neralto Count Piper the Swedifh Generals the 
Contents whereof, would move the Heart of a 
barden’d Tartar, and is.a Shame to Chriftianity 
and humane Nature. 
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And all this to Prifoners of War who had on 
ly done their Duty to their Prince, and defend- 
edaTownlikeMen of Honour, = © 

Iconfefs this is not ufual among the Swedes, 
who generally are Men of more Humanity ; and 
I am oblig’d in Honour to the Reft of the King 
of Sweden's Charaéter, to believe, it was not 
by his Direttion or with his Knowledge: Iam 
very fure from Numerous Inftances of the Ge- 
nerous Treatment of his Enemies, the Great Gu- 
ftavus Adolphus would have abhorr’d and fevere- 
ly punifh’d the Ufage of his Enemiesin this fort, 
in the bett of his Officers. 

Thus it appéars to me, as Confederates, 
thé Englifh, Dutch, Emperor, and all the Mem- 
bers of the Grand Alliance, are oblig’d in Mo 


* nour, and “above ail, by their Intereft, to de- 


fend the Kingof Palsnd 5 and, if poffible, to 
reduce the. Swede to fettle the Peace of the 
North. a 

Had this been done, the Dake of Marlbox- 
rough need not have march’d to the Danube, 
nor the Englifh been put to the Charge and 
Hazard of venturing the Flower of their Forces, 
in a Country fo remote from home. 

The King of Poland» would have Succour'd 
the Emperor with all his Forces, and have fhowna 
himfelfat the Head of 30000 Men, tu have pre- 
vented all the Infults of the Haughty B.vari- 
ans. 

The Circle of Saxexy bad (ent her Quota to 
the Imperial Army on the Xléwe, and perhaps 
hel pt to compell orher Princes to do the like. 

It would be a Book by itfelf to fet down the 
Alterationsthis Northern Peace would make, in 
the Affeirs of Europes; what a Change the Pow- 
erful Affiftance of Poland and Sxor-y would make 
at the Court of Vienma, and what Advance the 
Confederate Armies would have made in other 
places ; in the meantime /taly would not have 
been abandon’d, nor the Duke of Savoy driven 
to the prefent Extremities.

Even the King of Smeden him{elf, who has 
not declar’d himfelf againft the Confederates, 
might have been prevail’d with to come in, or 
if not heartily to joyn in the Alliance, yet at 
leaft to have fent his Quota for the Territories 
he holds in Germany, and perhaps for Money to 
have {upply’d the Emperor or the States with 15
